\ SOUTH AMERICAN HOSPITAL 


Sitting in the wondrour, sunlight 


which today bathes the Isle of Peace 
(Aquidneck) in a perfect deluge of 
glory, my mind reverts back to a day 
almost a quarter of a century ago, 
when-under similar atmospheric con- 
dition. I, with a friend from a far 
off South American country, visited 
our Newport Hospital. 
» 


Never shall I forget thc expres- 


sions of admiration which my friend 
used in communicating his delight, 
that 
Newport 
contained 
such 
a 


splendid hospital. 
Since then, how 


thankful we all are that our hospi- 
tal has expanded its walls and so 
abundantly increased its usefulness. 


My friend told me of an exper- 


ience he had in a small so called 
hospital, in his country, which may 
interest some of you readers. 
It 


happened that he was taken serious- 
ly ill with typhoid fever, in a cam] 
many miles from any pueblo, or vill 
age. 
After lying for several days in 


torture under the protection of a 
tent only, his peons removed him, by 
ox-cart, to a small town where he 
was placed in the hospital. 


This hospital consisted of a one 


story 
building with but three or 


four rooms, in each of which, were 
from three to six patients. 
The 


room in which my friend was placet 
was about ten feet by twelve feel 
Three of the walls were solid mason 
ry. 
Access to the room was from 


the dusty lawn, by one large windov 
or door. In this room, when arrived 
were already two patients. One oc 
cupying a "catre" on the rJ^'h*. an 
one on the same eort of bed, at th 
end of the room. 
My friend wa

30 that last year's bobm was no bene- 
it either to farmers or the country. 
rVbout two thirds of the profit in the 
states where the advance reached a 
feverish stage, was gathered in by 
speculators in cities and towns. 


It was rather natural that land 


prices should advance last year, con- 
sidering high prices for food products. 
But the top prices for farm help were 
not reached until this year. 
Some 


people who bought farms on the top 
wave of land, did not figure on the 
high peak of labor yet to come. 


Department of Agriculture investi- 


gations show that the average worth 
of tenants in 60 counties where last 
year's boom was active, was only 12 
per cent of the value of the average 
farm capital. It is not going to en- 
courage a tenant to buy n farm, if 
you ask him eight times as much for 
the property as be can pay down 
himself. 


Speculation has its uses to some 


extent, since it enables a man who 
really needs to sell property to get 
a reasonable price for it. But it leads 
people to devote their attention to 
trading when they ought to be produc- 
ing. Jinny of the people who have 
made money out of land speculation 
are likely to' settle down and do noth- 
ing, thus subtracting their efforts 
from the production of the country. 


Land speculation drives buyers in- 


to sections where land is relatively 
cheap and untouched by any craze', 
also it discourages people from be- 
coming farm owners and increases 
the amount of capital that must be 
tied up in food production. All these 
factors reduce agricultural output.

Under the commission's ruling the 


eastern group of railroads was granted 


40 per cent Increase In rates, .the 


southern group 23 j«r cent, theiwest 
ern group 33 per cent and the Moun 
Bin-Pacific group 25'per cent. The 
original demand of the railroads was: 
Knstern group, 39.75 per cent; south, 
ern group, 38.01 pt: .cent., and western 
group. 32'03 per cent. 


In addition to the freight rales, the 


commission granted a passenger fare 
Increasio of 20 per cent It is said that 
this will mean six-tenths of 1 per cent 
per mile upon passenger fares. Tho 
railroads asked this Increase.

In the 1'hlllpplne islands Is being re- 
duced through education of girls of 
the leading families of the outlying 
provinces, according to Frank W. Car- 
penter, retiring governor of the de- 
partment of Mindanao nnd Sulu. 


Mr. Carpenter Is here to turn over 


administration of his office to tho sec- 
retary of the Interior, who will act 
through the bureau of non-Christian 
tribes, In accordance with a new terri- 
torial law. 


This law leaves In effect a treaty 


under which the sultan of Sulu re- 
nounced nil pretensions to temporal 
sovereignty, but gained recognition as 
ecclesiastical head of (he Mohamme- 
dan church In the Sulu archipelago. 


The treaty guarantees to the sultan 


and his people "the same religious 
freedom had by all adherents of all 
other religious creeds, the practice of 
which Is not In violation of the basic 
principles of the laws of the Dnlted 
i^tates." 


"It Is Important to note," said Car- 


penter In one of his messages written 
ns governor, "that this Includes a lim- 
itation as to religious practice whlct 
necessarily Includes the abandonment 
of polygamy. 


"An effort to Impose upon the peo- 


ple of the sultan at this time the in 
validation, of polygamous marriages 
heretofore contracted, the prohibition 
at this time of polygamy or the dls 
continuance of divorce, must unavbid 
ably result in the active resistance o 
a people imbued with fanatic determi- 
nation to die rather than submit to a 
privation of their religious liberty in 
matters they believe to be fundamen- 
tal and sanctioned by divine author- 
ity."ilr. Carpenter said that girls of 
prominent families In Mindanao and 
gulu afe'being sent (o Manila 'public 
schools where I they associate with 
Christian girls and gradually become 
Imbued with the monogamous Ideas 
held by the Christians. When they re- 
turn to their own people their Influ- 
ence tends' to eliminate plural mar- 
riages,' according to Carpenter,' who 
predicted that the practice will be vir- 
tually wiped out In the course of a 
few years.

PLOWING FATAL TO INSECTS 


Countless Numbers of Crop Pests Can 


Bt Destroyed by Djsklng Ground 


During Fall. 


Various flelil insects pass the winter 


In the soil. Some of them make earth- 
en nests lined with silk, while others 
hide at Ihe base of the roots of plants. 
A. G. Itnggles, state entomologist of 
Minnesota, thus explains how count- 
less numbers of crop pests can be de- 
stroyed: 


"When the Insect Is in the transi- 


tional period between the larva or 
worm and the adult they are very sus- 
ceptible to disturbances. 
Disking or 


plowing the ground tn the fall disturbs 
these forms arid many of them die. It 
Is also known that alternate thawing 
and freezing weather has n destructive 
effect upon Insect life. Many Insects 
can endure freezing alone, but alter- 
nate freezing and thawing Is fatal.

of railroads. Probably ninety per cent of his coimtryrncn con- 
cur with him in his opposition. 'The fiasco of Government con- 
trol over the rails and wires acted as a panacea even to that radi- 
cal element that felt that the control of all public utilities should 
respose in the Government. 


Insufficiency as well as inefficiency of transportation did not 


end with the return of the properties to the owners. The poli- 
cies employed under Government control did not make proper 
provision for replacement of equipment that depreciated with 
use; increased demands to move commodities that were piled 
roof-high at terminals should have been reason enongh for any 
ordinary business man to increase his facilities and keep p'ace 
with the growth; obsolete carriers should have been discarded 
and modern ones substituted; tardy consignees should have been 
penalized for holding cars more than a reasonable length of time. 


1-ack of money was the least of the troubles of the Govern- 


ment's officials.' The element of politics was not entirely absent 
Opportunities were many to favor those who were "friendly" 
and to squelch those who were "useless" politically. It was 


• found that more than 15,000 people not employed on the roads 


-were the recipients of favors of the Railroad Administration in 
the form of passes. 


The millions of dollars lost to agriculture and business in- 


terests of this section through inadequate transportation can 
never be made up. The suffering caused by the lack of fuel, we 
hope, will never be repeated. Mr. Harding is quite right in his 
.opposition to Government ownership, and his views arc the views 
of the great majority.

because we used to talk nhoul "renting" a telephone, and even bill subscrib- 
ers for "monthly rental." Consequently the mind of tlie average subscriber 
•is still focussed on the telephone instrument a's the controlling factor of tele- 


phone service.

While (he telephone instrument is indispensable, it is only one of more 


than a hundred essential parts of telephone equipment. Lacking any of these 


. pans a telephone switchboard would be as ineffective as an automobile with- 


out ils carburetor. 


Some of these parls are made by ourselves, others by dozens of specialty 


manufacturers in various parls of the Country. We could increase production 


if we could gel Ihe raw material nnd ihe transportation.'But with labor trou- 
bles in the wire-drawing mills came n shortage of Ihe copper wire necessary 


for cable and switchboards. Scarcity of paper caused almost a famine of the- 
special kind of paper necessary for the insulation of these copper wires in 
the cables. And then came freight embargoes, following railroad labor trou- 
bles', so thai for three weeks, this summer-one of Ihe largest cable manufac- 


turing plants in the country had to shut down because it could neither get the 
necessary raw material into ils pltml nor the much wanted finished product 


• out of ils plant and on ils way to ns.
